Bills Before House 


Act Concernjng Borrowing Money for Purchase of Seed Grain Is 
Given Second Reading—Hon. J. R. Boyle Emphasizes Necessity 
of Measure Being Passed Without Delay—Dower Act Amend- 


ments Introduced 


Legislation of a decidedly far-reaching character has been in- 
troduced in the provincial house by members of the government, 
one of the most important bills being that presented by Hon. A. G. 
MacKay, minister of municipalities, which has been given its first 
reading and which provides general regulations respecting the pay- 


ment of arrears of taxes in all municipal districts, 


town, village or rural districts. 


This act provides that where there 
are arrears of taxes, and even where 
there has been a forfeiture or sale to 
the municipality, the whole sum. in 
arrears up to December 31, 1918, is 
treated as principal and will bear in- 
terest at eight per cent from that date, 
the whole amount being divided into 
ten equal annual payments, first pay- 
ment to be made in 1920, No rate- 
payer so in arrears can take advant- 
age of this act unless paid up for the 
taxes of 1919 and interest on the sum 
for one year. Payments must be kept 
up regularly failing which the lands 
may be sold. 

Purchase of Seed Grain 

Another important act which was 
given a second reading concerns the 
borrowing of money for the purchase 
of seed grain, this measure being ex- 
plained by Hon. J. R. Boyle, who 
pointed out the urgency of the bill 
being assented to without delay owing 
to the demand of farmers for their 
seed grain supply. Briefly «this act 
will permit farmers, upon whose lands 
there rests a mortgage, to have the 
amount of this mortgage increased 
sufficiently to permit the purchase of 
necessary seed grain and this without 
the drafting of a new mortgage with 
its accompanying expense. Two other 
bills now before the house provide 
for the municipal purchasing of seed 
grain in both organized and unorgan- 
ized municipal districts. 

» Dower Act Amendments 

Hon. J. R. Boyle presented another 
bill for first reading Wednesday after- 
noon, with respect to amendments to 
the Dower Act, providing for the bet- 
ter protection of an innocent third 
party, who might be concerned in a 
property transaction and misled by 
fraudulent statements in the purchase. 
Under former regulations where a hus- 
band might state that he had no wife 
a third party might purchase property 
upon which the wife could file a 
caveat and protect her rights, and the 


loss to the third party could not be) 


directly recovered. No further Dower 


rights are conferred upon the wife by } 


the new act, 

Mr. Boyle also introduced a_ Dill 
to amend the Land Titles Act, the 
changes being of a technical nature. 

City Charter Amendments 

Second readings were given a num- 
ber of private bills before the house 
since early in the session. A, F, Ew- 
ing presented for first reading a bill 
to amend the Edmonton city charter. 
The bills to amend the city charters of 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Calgary 
and Red Deer are also before the 
house, having been only passed by 
the committee on standing orders. 

Arrears of Taxes 

The act respecting arrears of taxes 
is applicable to cities, towns, villages, 
municipal and school districts. It 
provides that where there are arrears 
of taxes, and even though there may 
have been a sale of forfeiture to the 
municipality, whether to city or other- 
wise, unless the municipality has exe- 
cuted a transfer, the taxes with refer- 
ence to these lands come under the 
scheme, so that it will apply to all 
lands that were forfeited to the cities, 
ete., last year under the sale. All 
arrears up to the 31st December, 1918, 
are treated as a principal sum at the 
rate of 8 per cent from that time on, 
and the whole amount is divided into 
ten equal payments of blended prin- 
cipal and intere the first paynient

Case of Edmonton 

With the city of Edmonton, for ex- 
ample, Hon. A. G. McKay points out 
that by adjourning the payment of 
arrears until next year and then 
spreading It over a period of ten 
years, practically all land owners in 
arrears can take up their payments 
and carry them through. The pro- 
viso that they pay 1919 taxes and 
a year’s interest in order to take ad- 
vantage of the scheme, will, the min-

| Seed Grain Purchase 

In explaining the act to facilitate 
|the borrowing of money for the pur- 
|chase of seed grain, Hon. J. R. Boyle 
|'showed how many farmers who had 
jencumbrances on their land are to 
be provided with sufficient funds to 
acquire éeed grain. I teretofore it had 
been necessary for a new mortgage 
|to be drawn up if the loan companies 


| were to advance further sums for the 
purchase of grain, By the new legis- 
lation the amount of the Ilen cotld 
easily and cheaply be increased with 
the consent of both farmér and mort- 
gage holder, to the extent necessary 
for seed purchase. 

F. Davis, Gleichen, wanted toask 
certain questions of the minister of 
agriculture, who was absent, respect- 
ing the disposition of 50,000 bushels 
of seed grain purchased by the pro- 
vince from the federal government 
last season, a large portion of which 
‘he understood was resold to the fed- 
eral authorities at a decreased price. 

A. F. Ewing contended that the 
three seed grain bills should be con- 
solidated. Also he was not satisfied 
that in the event of two mortgages 
on a plece of property the consent 
ot beth mortgage holders would be 
required for the placing of an addi- 
tion to the loan, He thought that a 
proportionate payment could be made 
when settlement was being made. 

Mortgagees to Be Protected 

Mr. Boyle explained that the mort- 
gagees were to be protected by liens 
Jon the crops raised from the seed 
grain acquired under the additional 
loans, irrespective of where the grain 
was grown. In the cases where there 
would be two or more encumbrances 
on lands the act might in many cases 
fail to provide relief for the farmer. 
All parties would have to assent. He 
had personally discussed the proposed 
llegisiation with representatives of the 
provincial loan companies’ association 
and it was agreed that the seed grain 
purchasers with one encumbrance on 
thelr land should be allowed to pur- 
chase grain with further advances on 
existing mortgages and without en- 
tailing heavy legal expenses. 


Hon. A. G. MacKay Pays an 
Eloquent Tribute to Memory 
Of the Late Sir Wilfrid Laurier 


A powerful and effective tribute to 
the personal qualities and the states- 
manship of the late Rt. Hon, Sir wil- 
frid Laurier was given by Hon, A. G. 
MacKay, at a special meeting of the 
West End Liberal club, which was 
held Wednesday night to do honor to 
the dead Liberal leader. The meeting 
was held in the clubrooms in the 
Baxter block, Jasper avenue, which 
were filled to the limit. A number 
of ladies were present, 


The meeting was originally called | 


to do honor to two of the club mem- 
bers—Lieut. W. R, Howson and Mr, 
J. B. Hall—who have recently re- 
turned from overseas. But the death 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier compelled a 
modification of the program, Lieut. 
Howson was present and, being called 
upon, said: 

“T was rather struck by one thing 
the president said in his opening re- 
marks, when he spoke of Canada as 
a nation, One of the things that 
most impressed me overseas was that 
Canada was not a nation-—that we 
did not have the national spirit which 
we should have today. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was the most outstanding fig- 
ure in the national history of Can- 
ada. as one of the young Cana- 
dians, born in this country, cannot 
pa up this occasion without men- 
tioning that we al, a8 young Cana- 
dians and old Canadians, look to him 


as the founder of the nation.” (Ap- 
plause.) :

Plauded as he rose to speak, remark- 
ed that it was very difficult in half 
an hour to summarize the = salient 
points of any man's life One could 
not rightly understand the life of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier unless he understood 
the national! and political stirring at 
the time he was in political life,

Mr. MacKay sketched briefly the 
political events antecedent to the be- 
ginning of Sir Wilfrid's career, the 
times of Brown and Baldwin, in On- 


tario, and of Papineau, Dorien and 
Lafontaine in Quebec. Speaking of 
educational conditions, he _ recalled 


that, notwithstanding that old King's 
College was state-wide, state support- 
ed and state controlled, but no son 
of Knox, of Spurgeon, of Wesley, or 
of the Roman Catholic church could 
enter it until he had subscribed to 
the thirty-nine articles of a particu- 
lar church, 

The speaker dealt with events of 
| Sir Wilfrid's early political life and 
the stand which he took at the out- 
set for independence and freedom of 
| the citizen, In one of his very first 
speeches to the Club Canadienne he 
declared that he believed in free 
speech and that Church and State 
should be separated as far as govern- 
ment was concerned, He led the 
movement for liberty, the movement 
for Liberalism, It was characteristic 


of him to advocate the taking of the) 


state from ecclesiastical control, while 
lat the same time holding a devoted 
| loyalty to the church in which he was 
born, 
During the elections of that date tn 
Quebec he consistently advocated the 
cause of Liberalism 
name of Liberal was anathematized 
and a Liberal was considered to be 
next door to a heretic. It ehowed the 
| strength of the man that, despite this,

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Letters That Led 


To Retiral of 
Cross Made Pubic 


Sometimes monologues are staged In 
the political world, it appears. At 
any rate, a return made by the gov- 
ernment in response to a request from 
H. H. Crawford, Strathcona, gives the 
one-sided correspondence which re- 
sulted in the retiral of Hon. C. W. 
Cross from the government last Aug- 
ust. The correspondence brought 
down is all from Premier Stewart and 
is decidedly self-explanatory. 

The returns usked for also Included 
the correspondence which led to the 
resignation of Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy as 
minister of municipal affairs. This 
consists of one letter only and that 
from Hon. Mr, Gariepy to the premier 
announcing his intention to resign 
from the cabinet on reasons of a pure- 
ly private and business nature. Mr. 
Gariepy in terms of warmest cordial- 
ity to all members of the government 
with whom he had associated and with 
special appreciation of the premier's 
personal courtesy and consideration, 
regretted that he would no longer be 
able to act as a minister of the gov- 
ernment by reason of his withdrawal 
to the Fast, where he had arranged to 
enter into a legal partnership. This 
letter of Mr. Gariepy’s to Premier 
Stewart was dated September 25, 1918. 


Premicr’s Letters to Cross 


The letters from the Premier to 

Hon. C. W. Cross were as follows: 
“Edmonton, Aug. 14, 1918. 

“Dear Mr. Cross—You will remem- 
ber our conversation regarding your 
in the government when I 
first took office as premier, I then 
expressed doubts to you as to our 
being able to carry on as our ideas of 
conducting public affairs were very 
far apart. My experience since that 
time convinces me that it would be 
in the public interest for you to retire 
from the government. 

“T regret that I had to come to this 
conclusion but see no other course 
open to me, and, therefore, will be 
glad to have your resignation as I 
contemplate immediate changes in the 
cabinet. Yours, etc., 

“Chas. Stewart.” 
Copy of Second Letter 
“Edmonton, Aug. 22, 1918. 

“Dear Mr. Cross—I enclose herewith 
a copy of two letters which were de- 
livered to your office on Wednesday, 
August 14. AsTI have not yet received 
a reply from you I am sending here- 
with copies of the original communt- 
cations, and ask that I receive a reply 
from you this afternoon, Yours, etc. 

“Chas. Stewart.” 
Copy of Third Letter 
“Edmonton, Aug. 26, 1918. 

“Dear Mr. Cross — Having written * 
you on August 14th with respect to| 
your position in the government and | 
having ascertained that apparently | 
that letter had not been delivered, I 
again wrote you on August 22, asking 
for your resignation. . 

“As you did not appear in person 
or reply to my letter in writing, I was 
forced to take the only course open 
to me and asked His Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to sign a recommen- 
dation to retire you as a member of 
the government, and to have Mr. J. R. | 
Boyle sworn in as attorney-general. 
I regret being forced to take this step | 
but see no other course open to’ me 
under the circumstances. Yours, etc.

MAY DEVELOP 
IRON DEPOSIT 
IN THE SOUTH 


Extensive Deposit Said to Have 
Been Located in the Sheep 
Creek District 


CALGARY, Feb. 19.—It is not im- 
possible that a great iron industry may 
be the first to be passed upon by the 
newly-created industrial branch of the 
provincial government, if action initi- 
ated in Calgary on Tuesday bears fruit. 
This action bears directly on the de- 
velopment of the great iron ore bodies 
known to exist southwest of Calgary. 

Mining Engineer J. Rickert of Cal- 
gary, the discoverer of the extent of 
the iron deposits in the Sheep Creek 
country, adjacent to Calgary, was in 
private conference a greater portion 
of the day, Tuesday, submitting a re- 
port on these ore deposits to the presi- 
dent and several directors of the 
Dauntless Manufacturing Company of 
Redcliff, which concern has already 
completed a plant for the making of 
iron into steel and the creation of all 
kinds of steel products 

These officers were greatly pleased 
with the prospects of the newly-found 
iron ore beds, for it was declared by 
the engineer that they were almost 
illimitable in measure, that they were 
directly on the line of the new P. 
Burns railway, and that pig-iron could 
be produced there cheaper than 


where else on the continent. If de- 
veloped by them it would be in con- 
junction with their present steel-mak- 
ing industry in the gas belt.

Anarchist Tries to 


Premier of France--Seven Shots 


Assassinate 


Fired--Clemenceau Recovering 


PARIS, Feb, 19.—(By the A.P.)—| 


Premier Clemenceau, characterized 
by Lioyd George as ‘France's Grand 
Old Man,” was attacked today by an 
anarchist, Emile Cottin, known as 
“Milou.’ Seven shots were fired, 
three of which struck thé Premier. 
One bullet lodged in the muscles of 
the shoulder, penetrating deeply, but, 
6o far as it ie at present known, not 
injuring the spine or penetrating to 
the lungs. 

Two bullets bruised the right arm 
and hand, while two other bullets 
are reported to have passed through 
the Premier's clothing. 

At the time of his attempted assas- 
sination, M. Clemenceau had just left 
his home to drive in a motor car to a 
conference with Arthur J. 
British secretary for foreign 
and Colonel Edward House, of the 
American peace delegation. Though 
bleeding profusely, M. Clemenceau 
was able to return to his home, where 
he reassured members of his house- 
hold and waved aside anxious in- 
quiries with, “It is nothing.” 

Latest reports from hie attendants 
are to the effect that his condition 
was satisfactory and that he was 
cheerful throughout the day. 

For the present, it has been decid- 
ed by the surgeon that the extraction 
of the bullet may not be necessary, 
and arrangements have been made 
for the taking of radiographs of the 
injured parts. Cottin, whom the po- 
lice believed to be a samewhat harm- 
lees person, associating with anarch- 
ists and aiding in their propaganda, 
declared that he had planned to kill 
the Premier because M. Clemenceau 
was “the enemy of humanity, and was 
preparing for another war.” 

A second arrest in connection with 
the shooting has been made by the 
police. The prisoner, named Drey- 
fus, protested his innocence and said 
that he had been merely a spectator 
of the shooting. He resides in the 
sixteenth ward, not far from the Pre- 
mier’s home. 

Have X-Ray Examination 

After temporary aid had been given 
M. Clemenceau, Professors Cosset and 
Tuffier, of the University of Paris, 
were hastily sommoned and held a 
hurried consultation. They decided 
upon an X-ray examination. One of 
the surgeons eaid that perhaps it 
would not be necessary to remove the 
bullet, as no bones were shattered, 
and no important blood vessels had 
been touched, although the wound 
was quite deep and bled profusely, 

Upon emerging from the car, M 
Clemenceau passed his wounded hand 
over his face, leaving his face emeared 
with blood and this was the reason

Thought He Knew Assailant 

Premier Clemenceau was quite 
cheerful. in spite of occasional fits of 
coughing. He declared to members 
of his houeehom that he thought he 
knew his assailant. He had seen him 
last evening when entering his home 
but the man had slunk away. 

Henry Mouline, a baker's assistant, 
| who was the firet to seize the assassin, 
related his experience in a somewhat 
flustered manner. 

“I kept running after the murderer,” 
he said, ‘but as I ran I was greatly 
puzzled what to do with him once I 
reached him, But when I saw him 
{fling his revolver away {it gave me 
courage and | ran faster, closing in 
on him. I took one good swipe at 
him and a couple of kicks before a 
detective arrived.’ 


Is Youth of Sixtcen 

Mouline is a strong youth of eix- 
teen. He seemed to feel very proud 
as he posed for photos, and blushed ae 
the girls cheered and kissed him for 
his bravery. 

Policeman Gourat, who was wound- 
ed in the right eye, said: 

“The bullet which struck me went 
through the limousine, as IT was di- 
rectly in line with the assassin, who 
was rushing toward the premier's car. 

“This man surely was not a French- 
man; his whole appearance is much | 
like the Nihilists who are familiar on 
the left bank of the Siene.” 

Huge crowds gathered around the 
Premier's house and kept repeating, 
“This is a Russian.” 

Despite the fact that they were in- 
formed that the Premier's assailant 
was French, they refused to believe it.

OTTAWA, Feb, 19—Following is the 
official program for the state funeral 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier: 

Body to be taken without ceremony 
from the Tate residence on Tuesday, 


February 20, and thereafter charge 
of ‘the funeral to be taken by govern- 
ment. 

Body to lie in state in chamber of 
the house of commons from 8 p.m. on 
the 20th until 9 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of February 22. 

Arrangements have been made for 
the public to enter the museum at the 
front door and the chamber at the 
left door, to pass the body and leave 
by the right door and the front en- 
trance. 

There will be a guard by members 
of the senate and house of commons 
at the side of the body continuously 
during the time of lying in state. 

The funeral procession will leave 
the museum at 10 o'clock in the fore- 
roon of February 22 and proceed on 
foot by way of Metcalfe and Welling- 
ton streets, Major Hill Park, St. Pat- 
rick and Rideau streets to the Basilica. 
Solemn high mass will commence at 
11 a.m. 

Vehicles will be provided for those 
who desire them. 

Owing to the inclement weather, 
civil uniforms are not obligatory.

MILITIA ASKED 
TO HELP GREET 
RETURNING MEN 


Minister Requests Co-operation of 
Permanent Force in Recep- 
~~ tion of Overseas Men 


The Minister of Militia has issued 
a circular to officers commanding 
units of the Canadian Militia urging 
that militia units co-operate in giving 
fitting welcome to soldiers returning 
from overseas, and also in ‘‘consolida- 


ting and perpetuating the military 
traditions of the country.” The circu- 
lar follows: 

‘"Demobilization is proce coding stead- 


roops will be returned at the 
this per month 

March and April, 
forty thousand in May; forty-five 
thousand per month thereafter If 
this program is carried out practically 
the entire C.E.F. should be in Canada 
by the end of August On or about 
the first of March the first units of 
the Canadian Army Corps will leave 
Great Britain for Canada and the bal- 
ance will follow rapidly. 

“In view of the foregoing, I am 
daily more impressed with the oppor- 
tunity which is presented to old regi- 
ments of the active militia in Canada 
to offer to their returning comrades 
a suitable welcome, and to play an 
important part In consolidating and 
perpetuating the military traditions 
of our country. The active militia had 
an honorable history previous to the 
Great War, It bore 
fence of Canada in 
quelling rebellion in 1885, and in the 
South African war, 1899-1902 Its 
members of all ranks who were phy- 
sically fit went forward in the present 
war almost to a4 man Many fighting 
battali9ms are closely affiliated with 
old regiments of the militia and every 
battalion contains officers, non-com- 
missioned officers and men who in 
days past gave of their time and effort 
without stint to prepare for the coun- 
try’s defence. 

“It is hoped that the returning gol- 
dier, whose record overseas will be a 
glorious heritage forever, will regard 
the militia regiments from which so 
many of thern proceeded as in a real 
sense their military homes.. It is most 
fitting that the members of these 
regiments, recognizing the honor 
which has been gained for them and 
for Canada by their comrades in arms, 
should prepare to receive them and 
incorporate them into the regimental 
life Every militia regiment should 
aim to be a centre of interest to which 
soldiers from overseas will naturally 
turn for comradeship, and if need be, 
for assistance.

How Wrapping Raises Cost 

An estimate of the added cost of 
bread through wrapping was then 
gone into and it was pointed out that 
a wrapping machine will cost any 
bread firm in Edmonton about $3,000. 
To instal this machine alone would 
mean an increase to the ultimate con- 
|sumer of from 10 to 15 per cent of 
the present price of bread, This ma- 
chine will only wrap one kind of a 
loaf, the square loaf and the Vienna, 
the French, the Twist, the Rye, the 
home-made, the Dutch, the Boston- 


be done by hand and will necessitate 
the employment of extra labor. 

It was estimated that 30,000 loaves 
of bread are sold in Edmonton every 
day and one cent added to each loaf 
as the cost of wrapping would mean 
$300 a day extra that the people would 
be called upon to spend. 

The wrapping of bread, it was point- 
ed out, must be done between two 
o'clock and seven every morning and 
the professional baker is not a wrap- 
per of bread and will not do it, hence 
special labor must, of necessity, be 
employed for that purpose, thus again 
increasing the cost of production, 

Wrapping Custom Elsewhere 

The question of the wrapping cus- 
tom in other parts of the world was 
discussed. In Europe the wrapped

Some interesting figures have been 
complied by John T. Stirling, chief 
inspector of mines for the province 
showing the output of coal in the pro-

| Canada During the year the co 
sumption of coal tn Canada was 37,- 
237,065, of which 21,057,065 was im- 


ported from the United States and of 


| 
|} that 2,559,041 toms were imported 
| into Western Canada 

| During the year 6,148,620 tons of 


coal were produced in Alberta, 100,470 
tons of briquettes, 3 58 tons of coke 
and 9,898 tons of shale for the making 
of bricks. There were 7,687 tons of 
bricks sold. There were, during the 
year 1918, 317 coal mines in operation 
in the province of Alberta, and two 
copper ore mines and two shale mines 

Seventy new mines were opened 
during the year, also as well as nine 
which were re-opened. Offsetting this 


to a certain extent there were 71 
abandoned. 

It is interesting to note that to 
operate these mines, on an average, 


2,633 persons above ground and 6,141 
persons below ground were employed 

The number of accidents in the 
mines during the year was compara- 


cause of accidents above ground and 
19 below ground. There were also 16 
serious accidents, and 21 
dents above ground and 44 
and 56 slight below ground. 
persons were prosecuted during 
year under the Mines Act 

In regard to the certificates issued 
during the war, the books show that 
223 provisional overman's certificates 
were issued, 45 third class, 28 second 
class and 9 first class as well as 
mine surveyors and 108 mine rescue 
work certificates.

RUSSIA'S FATE 
Vancouver Province: 

One prospect of unrelieved gloom 
presented by Mr. Lioyd George to par- 
Mament is the state of Russia. The 
worst that the Russian opponents of 
the Bolsheviki say about these ad- 
venturers is not stronger than the 
words of the British premier. He sees 
that the regime brings injustice, ra- 
pine and ruin and finds in it no hope 
of regeneration. But to the note of 
condemnation there is added the note 
of inipotence and despair. The United 
States will do no more. Only Britain 
and France are left to carry on an in- 
tervention on behalf of the Russian 
majority, who are trying to shake off 
this regime that Germany has helped 
to impose on Russia, and in which 
German officers still have the military 
direction. It would be a task too 
great and too long for the two effec- 
tive European allies to send armies 
and navies to Russia and operate all 
over that country until the nation 
should be released. Even then there 
would be no guarantee of the future. 
It is a painful experience to the Brit- 
ish and French to send this message 
to those Russians who have remained 
faithful to the former alliance. For 
the present at least it leaves Russia 
in one field in which Germany has 
triumphed.
